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From the Editor 


This index encompasses all articles published in the Community College 
Review from its inception in 1973 through its twenty-fifth year of publication 
(volumes | through 25). A complete cumulative index of authors and topics has 
not been published heretofore, although the Review has been indexed by the 
ERIC Clearinghouse for Community Colleges as part of its database of research 
materials. The editorial staff is pleased to present this first cumulative index as a 
readily available reference tool for readers and researchers. 

We began this indexing project in 1994. Efforts to index all the issues have 
been interspersed between other tasks required in the editorial office, so it has 
taken four years of intermittent work to produce a usable database of authors 
and topics and to format the information into an index. 

The Authors index lists all authors whose work has been published in the 
Review from summer 1973 through spring 1998. Each author's listing includes 
citations for his or her work in American Psychological Association style with 
the volume number italicized and the issue number in parentheses, followed by 
the appropriate page numbers. (Citations for coauthored works include each 
author's last name.) 

Likewise, the Topics index citations include each author's last name before 
the volume, issue, and page numbers. Because most of the material published in 
the Review pertains to community colleges, the term community college is omitted 
from topics that customarily would require that information as part of an index 
listing. For example, all material published on community college presidents 
can be referenced under the Presidents topic listing. 
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Beginning with volume 26, author and topic indexes will be included in 
the concluding issue of each volume (the spring issue of each year). A new 
cumulative index will be published periodically to ensure that author and topic 
searches can be handled easily. 


We hope that this index will prove useful to readers, and we welcome any 


comments and suggestions for improving future editions.

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Submitting Manuscripts 


The Community College Review, a quarterly academic journal dedicated to com- 
munity college education, publishes manuscripts from scholars and practitioners 
who would like to present their research and experiences in community college 
education to their colleagues. 

As a fully refereed journal, the Review's editorial staff relies on a nine- 
member editorial board composed of community college educators and scholars 
to evaluate manuscripts. The staff reviews all submissions and assigns those 


manuscripts that meet style and topic guidelines to at least two reviewers for 
evaluation. Reviewers include members of the editorial board and researchers 
who are interested in the topic being presented. 


Decisions to publish a manuscript rest primarily on the reviewers’ recom- 
mendations. Exceptions to this policy occasionally are made for experience-based 


manuscripts; the editor selects such essays for publication and designates them 


as editor's choices when they are published. ‘ 


CONTENT 


The Review's readers include a broad national audience of community col- 
lege presidents, administrators, and faculty, as well as university faculty and 
graduate students involved in community college education. Thus, the pritnary 


criteria for evaluating a manuscript are the timelir.ess and relevance of its topic 
for community college educators. 

Most manuscripts accepted for publication describe original qualitative or 
quantitative research that involves community colleges. Essays that combine 


authors’ personal experiences with their knowledge of the existing literature on 


specific topics or issues constitute a small percentage of accepted submissions. 
Authors of acceptable research reports document design and methodolygy 
before presenting results and conclusions. They interpret findings in the context 
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of existing theory and research, and they discuss implications for community 


colleges as part of the manuscript's conclusion. 
STYLE 


The Review's editorial staff generally uses the most recent edition of the 


Publication Manual of the American Psychological Association as a style guide. 
The following brief instructions summarize some basic guidelines. 
1. Provide three copies of the manuscript for evaluation. 
2. Limit manuscripts to 20 typed (double-spaced) pages with one- 
inch margins, indented paragraphs, and pages clearly numbered. 


3. Include a cover page that lists the manuscript's title along with 
each author’s name, position, affiliation, complete mailing address, and 
phone number below it. A second page should bear the title of the manu- 
script only with an abstract of approximately 50 words. 

4. Donotuse footnotes. Cite material from other sources in the text, 
and list the sources in a reference list at the end of the manuscript. 
Citations within the text should be in parentheses with the last name(s) 
of the author(s) cited and the publication year. Citations for quotations 
and statistics must include page numbers (for example, Jones, 1987, 
pp. 2-4). 

6. List cited sources alphabetically by authors’ last names according 
to American Psychological Association style. Entries for journals and 
edited volumes should include article or chapter page numbers, and 
entries for edited anthologies should include editors’ names. 


Declined manuscripts will be returned if stamped, self-addressed envelopes 
are enclosed with submissions.
